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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
invention differs from the prior art of record in that the capillary electrophoretic 
separation is performed under a cyclic temperature ramp. Li and Schell disclose 
conducting capillary electrophoresis with a temperature ramp in order to better resolve 
DNA mutations, but do not disclose repeating or cycling the temperature ramp. Chow 
discloses exposing a DNA sample to a repeating temperature cycle in order to amplify 
the DNA strands and subsequently electrophoretically separating the sample. The prior 
art of record neither suggests nor renders obvious the step of cycling the temperature 
ramp while simultaneously separating the sample.
